their 
fault, and which, therefore, is a first 
rate field of philosophy to aet in. 


It i- considered wise, when wheat 
must he threshed damp, to put it in 
sa c k s, rather than 
in 
bins, 
This 
gives it tin* air, and will -ave wheat 
which millers would not buy, and 
which would spoil if dumped in or­ 
dinary granaries. 


The behavior of the weather just 
now recalls the summer of 1875 to 
the minds of many older farm ers 
Iii that year thirty days of rain fol­ 
lowed harvest, yet much good wheat 
was threshed a fte r flu* rain- ceased. 
'I'his is encouraging in the present 
crisis, a s i- the fact that tile shocks 
are standing well. 


Even the wet weather i- not with­ 
out it- good points. Physicians point 
out that the conditions which have 
existed for the last two 
or 
three 
week- account 
of 
the 
unusually 
good health condition- just now. De­ 
cayed vegetable m atter and hot, dry 
weather, they say, form a condition 
that does not contribute anything 
toward the good health of a commu­ 
nity. hut rather is a detriment. 


The excessive moisture lias caused 
the continued growth 
of 
vegetable 
m atter and has prevented the dry 
dust of decaying grass and weeds to 
fill the air. 
This h a s been beneficial 
to hay fever sufferers as well, very 
few of them having felt tile effects 
of the disease yet. 


Physicians further say 
that 
by 
the time the rains are over, it will be 
time for cooler w eather and the peo­ 
ple will not have to suffer from the 
usual August conditions this sum­ 


mer.

A suit has been brought in 
the 
federal courts to test the eon*titu- 
tionality of the act, on the 
ground 
that it is a revenue measure origina­ 
ting in the Senate. 
The title declares that it is “aa 
aet to tax the privilege of dealing on 
exchanges, boards of trade aud sim­ 
ilar place* in the contracts on the 
sale of cotton for future delivery.” 
It 
wa* 
introduced 
by 
Senator 
Smith of South Carolina, and wan 
first pa*-cd 
by 
the 
Senate, 
the 
H o u se 
afterwards 
approving the 
Senate bill with amendments. 
Sec­ 
tion J of th(! aet provides that “up­ 
on any contract of sale of any cot­ 
ton for future delivery made on any 
exchange, etc., there is hereby lev ied 
a tax of 2 cents for each pound of 
cotton included in such contract. 


The administration of the law is 
delegated to the Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue. 


S ectio n 7, article I of the consti­ 
tution provides that ’’all bills raising 
revenue shall originate in the House 
of Representatives.” 
It is on this section of the consti­ 
tution that the plaintiffs in the suit 
rely, together with the claim that the 
Smith Dill was in the class referred 
to in tin* constitutional requirement 
and the fact that the law* was first 
passed by the Senate. 
The c o u r ts may or may not de­ 
cide the ease in favor ot the govern­ 
ment. 
The fact remains that by the 
exercise of ordinary care and tore- 
thought, the Democrats could have 
prevented all doubt and litigation on 
this point by the simple expedient of

A>k any h a t man in San Francis­ 


co and he w ill tell you that attem pt­ 
ing to serve the P anam a Exposition 
with silk hats is as bad as furnish­ 
ing Europe with munitions. 
More 
I ammunition may have been used at 
J Nclive Chnpelle than daring the en- 
I tire Boer war, but more two-gallon 
hats are being used at the Exposi­ 
tion than were required to inaugu­ 
rate all the Presidents and Govern­ 
ors of these States. 
The reserves of 
1910 were long ago called out and 
the “home defense’’ is now on its 
last legs. 


I f s this way every time a Govern­ 
or, 
General, 
form er 
president 
or 
somebody of 
that 
sort 
arrives in 
town to visit the Exposition, several 
committees doll up to meet 
them. 
E\ erybody must 
have 
a silk 
hat. 
There is a constant succession of 
the-e visits, which causes consider­ 
able wear and tear on the hats, and 
in addition every tw enty-four hours 
at the Exposition is somebody’s or 
something's “ Day.” There are build­ 
ing- to dedicate, trees to plant and 
always somebody to 
get a 
bronze 
plaque. 
When somebody said “every 
dog has hi- day,” he must have had 
advance information as to tile big 
lair out here. 
Now every word in 
telling of the conditions to be met 
represents a dozen silk hats*

widely separated spots.

froek-eoated gentleman hot-footing

Decide Proposition

\Va>hinglort, Aug. 13.—Two greal 
armies of women suffrage advocates 
are moblizing their forces for “votes 
for women.*’ The one, the Congree— 
tonal 
Union, with 
national 
head­ 
quarters in Washington, is appealing 
to Congress for the adoption of the 
resolution 
providing for 
Hie sub­ 
mission of the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment to remove from the ballot 
the qualification of sex and tile other 
the National American Woman Suff­ 
rage Association, is laboring for a 
second federal amendment proposing 
the initiative and 
referendum 
for 
the states on tile question of woman 
suffrage. 
The National organization 
has its control office in New York. 
The Susan B. Anthony amendment 
which will be introduced in Congress 
next December, 
provides 
(I) The 
right of citizens of the United States 
to vote shall not be denied or abridg­ 
ed by United State or by any state 
on account of sex. 
“ (2) Congress shall 
have power, 
'ny appropriate legislation, to enforce 
the provisions of this article.” 
The Washington office of the Con­ 
gressional Union is at present en­ 
gaged in a nation-wide campaign to 
demonstrate that there is a strong 
and widespread remand for the fed­ 
eral amendment. 
Miss Alice Paul, 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the Union, is directing the field 
work from various points of vantage 
while Miss Lucy Durns, vice chair­ 
man, is in command here. 
It is the purpose of the Congress­ 
ional Union leaders: 
(I) To have 
each and every congressman visited 
by a deputation made up from 
his 
own constituteiits; and urged to sup­ 
port the Anthony amendment. 
(2) To have 
a grand 
rally 
of 
women voters at San Francisco Sep­ 
tember 14, 15 and l(i, to adopt re­ 
solutions and arrange a programme 
for the work of women voters after 
Congress meets. 
(3) To have the greatest demon 
stration of women in Washington the 
tirst week of the new Congress, ever 
seen in America. 
To these important ends the Con­ 
gressional Union is directing all of 
its energies. 
“Our plans have been carefully 
worked out, aud are now being ex 
edited,” .-.aid Miss Durns today. “We 
have already sent deputations to Sen. 
O’Ciorman and Rep. Dusted of New 
York; 
Representative 
Linthicum, 
Candy and 
Talbott 
of Maryland; 
Holland and Montague of Virginia; 
Hill Tilson, and Oakley of Connecti­ 
cut, and others. 
“We will have delegations call on 
every man in Congress before Con­ 
gress meets in December. Our aim is 
to convince members of the Senate 
and House that women of their own 
s t a t e s are in earnest in their efforts 
to secure a square deal at the polls. 
“At tile convention of women vo­ 
ters in California in the fall we will 
make plans for definite political ac­ 
tion on tile part of the women voters 
in support of the national suffrage 
amendment. We expect 1,000 women 
at the Nan 
Francisco conference. 
that will be Die largest and most im­ 
portant body of women voters ever 
assembled. 
“From California the 
suffragists 
w ill work east, everybody leading for 
Washington, where 5,000 women will 
gather for a demonstration before 
Congress. 
Every woman will bring 
petitions.

at Kansas City— Now Being' 


Brought in Train Lots

Miss Ruth Law, the most daring 
woman aviator in the world, will give 
daily dashes into the sky at the Indi­ 
ana State fair the week of Sept. 6. 
She wall fly a Wright biplane of the 
most recent type and will carry a pas­ 
senger who will each trip make a sen­ 
sational parachute plunge to the earth 
from a height of 2,000 feet. Miss Law 
is one of two women who holds a 
license from the Aero Club of Amer­ 
ica. 
Her biplane measures 40 feet 
from tip to tip. 
The feminine flyer performs many 
thrilling features while in the air. 
It 
is common for the biplane to move at 
70 or 80 miles an hour and to take 
head-foremost plunges of 2,500 feet, 
the weight of the outfit sending it 
toward the earth at tremendous speed. 
A spiral coast is another of her aerial 
achievements. 
With the machine as 
lifeless as a dead hawk, without an 
engine turning, Miss Law coasts from 


high in the sky with a sort of cork­ 
screw glide until she nears the earth. 
She possesses all the qualifications 
needed by an aviator—courage, will 
power, muscular strength and quick­ 
ness of mind. 
She makes the mechan­ 
ical repairs needed by her biplane and 
when in the air she is not strapped 
to the steering seat. 
Her flights are 
spectacular, rather than sensational, 
the machine, under her skillful guid­ 
ance performing like a huge eagle. 
George Maryland, who makes the 
parachute plunges, is equally cap­ 
able, selecting the spot on the ground 
where he desires to alight before mak 
ing the leap. 
His is a hazardous un 
dertaking, and more thrilling in the 
start than in its conclusion. 
Miss Law will rise 4,000 or more 
feet in her daily flights above the 
State Fair, and her machine operates 
as well in the rain as in sunny skies. 
Her performances will be one of the 
dominating features of the week.

Rome, July 16 (By M ail)— Moon­ 
light in Rome, the "ouud of a guitar, 
a singer’s voice declaiming deeds of 
war, 
of 
love, 
of 
partings, 
of 
promised returns. In antient palaces 
heads are silhouetted against yellow 
squares 
of light. 
In the Piazza 
a 
crowd gathers ubout the singer. 
Yes, 
this 
is 
twentieth 
century 
Rome and the singer is no medieval 
tronbur. 
But he is 
quite 
as 
pic­ 
turesque, quite as romance-luden as 
though 
he had lived 
hundreds 
of 
years ago. 
For he is an improvisa­ 
tores and he represents a custom as 
old 
as the ancient palaces 
under 
whose broad portals he is singing. 
His name is Sot Capanna und he 
is known from one end of Rome to 
the other for is be not the composer 
of that modern satiraeal song “ Big 
William V ’ 
He is singing it now and 
for one solda you may buy the same 
poetic narration of the improvisa­ 
tores estimation of the Kaiser. 
Bor Capanna is one of many iiu- 
provisatores in Rome today for the 
entrance of Italy into the war has

mushrooms— or perhaps one should 
say flowers a fte r a rain.

wells of soldiers departing to the war 
admonishing their sweethearts to be 
brave and true during their absence.

'doubt as to the integrity of the law 
taxing future sales of cotton and 
lias thrown the statute into the 
courts. 


A suit has been brought in 
the 


federal courts to test the constitu- 
tionality of the act, on'the" ground 
that it is a revenue measure origina- 
ting in the Senate.

' The title declares that it 4s ,"an 
act to tax the privilege of dealing on 
exchanges, boards of trade and sim- 
ilar places in the contracts on the 
'sale of cotton for future delivery." 


It was introduced by Senator 


Smith of South Carolina, and was 
first passed by the Senate, 
the 


House afterwards 
approving the 


Senate bill with amendments. Sec- 
tion 3 of the act provides that "up- 
on any contract of sale of any cot- 
ton for future delivery made on any 
exchange, etc., there is hereby levied 
a tax of 2 cents for each pound of 
-cotton included in such contract." 


The administration of the law is 


delegated to the Commissioner of, In- 
ternal Revenue.

Section 7, article 1 of tu6;donsti- 


tution provides that "all bills-raising 
revenue shall originate in the House 
of Representatives." 


It is on this section of the consti- 


tution thjit the plaintiffs in the- suit 
rely, together with the claim that the 
Smith bill was in the class referred 
to in-the constitutional requirement 
and the fact that the law was first 
-passed by the Senate. 


The courts may or may not de- 


cide the case in favor of th'e govern^ 
mcnt.' The'fact remains'that by the 
exercise of ordinary care and fore- 
thought, the Democrats could^hiiye 
prevented all donljt and tttigatibn on 
this point by the simple expedient "of

The "National organization 
has its control office in New York. 


The Susan B. Anthony amendment 


which will be introduced in Congress 
next December, provides 
(1) The 


right of citizens of the United States 
to 'vote shall not be denied or abridg- 
ed by United State or by any state 
on account of sex. 


"(2) Congress shall have power, 


by appropriate legislation, to enforce 
the provisions of this article." 


The Washington office of the Con- 


gressional. Union is at present en- 
gaged in-a nation-wide campaign to 
demonstrate that there is a strong 
and widespread remand ^for the fed- 
eral amendment. Miss Alice Paul, 
chairman of the executive committee 
of the Union, is directing the field 
work from, various points of vantag^ 
while Miss Lucy Burns, vice chair- 
man, is in command, here.. 


It is the purpose, of %he Congress- 


ional Union leaders: (1) To have 
each and every congressman visited 
"by a deputation' made up from his 
own constituents; and urged to sup- 
port the Anthony amendment.

woman aviator in the world, will give 
daily dashes into the sky at the Indi- 
ana State fair the week of Sept 6. 
She will fly a Wright biplane of the 
most recent type and will carry a pas- 
senger who will each trip make a sen- 
sational parachute plunge to the earth 
from a height of 2,000 feet Miss Law 
is one of two 'women who holds a 
license from the Aero Club of Amer- 
ica,' Her biplane measures 40 feet 
from tip to tip. 
The feminine flyer performs many 
thrilling features while in the air. It 
•is common for the'biplane to move at 
•10 or 80 miles an hour and to take 
head-foremost plunges of 2,600 feety 
the weight of the outfit sending it 
toward the earth at tremendous speed. 
A spiral coast is another of her aerial 
achievements. With the machine as 
lifeless as a dead hawk, without an 
engine turning, Miss Law coasts from 


high in the sky with a sort of cork- 
screw glide until she nears the earth. 


'She possesses all the qualifications 


needed by an aviator—courage, will 
power,. muscular strength and quick- 
ness of mind. She makes the mechan- 
ical repairs needed by her biplane and 
when in the air she is not strapped 
to the steering seat. Her flights are 
spectacular, rather than sensational, 
the machine, under her skillful guid- 
ance performing like a huge eagle. 
George' Maryland, who makes the 
parachute plunges; Is equally cap- 
able, selecting the spot on the.ground 
where he desires to alight before mak- 
ing the leap. His is a hazardous un- 
dertaking, and more thrilling in the 
etart than in its conclusion. 
Miss Law will rise 4,000 or more 
feet In her daily flights above the 
State Fair, and her machine operates 
as well in the rain as In sunny skies 
Her performances will be one of the 
dominating features of the week.

LAW PROVIDES $100 PENALTY

and it requires that when state insti 
tntions and departments are in need 
of .such articles they must be bought 
from the reformatory. 


A ..violation; of the law is punish- 


able by a fine of not less than $1QO, 
in addition to which the officer vio- 
lating it may be removed from office. 
The letter directs all public officials 
to write to D. C. Peyton, superintend- 
ent of the reformatory, and the cata- 
log of the articles now being manu- 
factured at the institution.
